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(57) Abstract: A metronome enabling the user 
to adapt to a change of tempo even while playing 
a tune and to accurately predict the timing of beat 
even if there is no sound The metronome has a 
button for inputting the timing of beat and means 
for recording all the intervals of beats as data on 
a recording medium, reproducing the data, and 
partly correcting the data during reproduction. 
Using a light-emitting element array arranged 
vertically, the movement of a light-emitting point 
is displayed like the trace of a ball thrown up, 
with the lowest point indicating the position of 
the beat. When a two-dimensional display device 
is used, display corresponding to the movement 
of the end of a leading staff according to the 
rhythm is carried out. 
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
